The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it find separate patentability 
whilst lacking a vacuum manifold and vacuum switching system, or an element which 
determines that the engine is likely to remain idle. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as for use in a generating assembly which includes an engine which engine 
may switch between more than a single output speed or torque. 

Inventions III and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and matehally different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed may be used with another apparatus, 
such as a vehicle mount assembly lacking a vacuum solenoid valve, mechanical switch 
or electrical switch. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
